Phalange fear assault

Beirut was reported to be 
relatively calm last night after 
the Syrian-backed opposition 
militias, which had seized con- 
trol of predominantly Moslem 
western half of the city, an- 
nounced a cease-fire. What was 
left of the worsted Lebanese 
Army accepted it. 

Despite the clear signal by the 
militias that they do not intend 
to push into the Christian 
eastern half of the city, the 
Phalange-dominated Lebanese 
Forces Christian militia 
declared a general alert band 
braced itself for more fighting. 

The Americans also opted for 
prudence and evacuated non- 
essential personnel from their em- 
bassy in West Beirut. 

Meanwhile, diplomatic efforts to 
defuse the situation continued. 
Special U.S. envoy Donald 
Rumsfeld met with embattled Presi- 
dent Amin Jemayel and, according 
to reports from Beirut, assured him 


of Washington's continued support. ἡ 


Rumsfeld was expected in 
Damascus last night for talks with 
Syrian officials, Syria yesterday 
continued to leave the door open to 


a political settlement on its awn 
terms and: again refrained from en- 
dorsing calls by their Lebanese 
proteges for Jemayel’'s resignation. 

President Hafez Assad met in 
Dumascus yesterday with a high- 
ranking Lebanese delegation made 
up of several conservative Moslem 
politicians, including three former 
prime ministers. According to the 
official Syrian news agency Sana, 
Assad assured them of “all possible 
assistance to rescue Lebanon from 


. its present situation." 


The agency gave no further 
details of the talks, which have been 
seen as crucial to Jemayel's chances 
of political survival. 


While refraining from backing 
the call by Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt and Shi'ite leader Nabih 
Berri for Jemayel's resignation, 
Syria has nevertheless made it plain 
that the president will have to make 
several far-reaching concessions to 
his political opponents. These in- 
clude accepting their demand, in- 
itiated by Syria itself, for the scrapp- 
ing of last May’s agreement with 
Israel. 

Earlier, the Moslem and left-wing 
militias called for a “final cease-- 
fire" with the Lebanese Army. 


Berri, the lawyer who heads the 
Shiite Amal movement, called on 
his militiamen to strictly observe 


“the final cease-fire,” and Jumblatt, 
head of the Druse Progressive 
Socialist Party, urged “complete 
discipline and absolute coordina- 
tion with our brothers in Amal." 

The army issued a communique 
ordering soldiers to observe the 
truce and “shoot back only in self- 
defence. 

Berri‘s order called for his men to 
protect foreign residents. avoid 

“harassing™ the multinational force, 
and help police take over security 
duties again in West Beirut. 

Sheik Mohammed “Mahdi 
Shamseddin, the spiritual leader of 
Lebanon's Shiites, issued a ‘*de- 
mand that all armed men withdraw 
from the streets’ and turn over 
security in the city to police. 


In East Beirut, however, Fadi 
Frem, the leader of the Lebanese 
Forces, called on his men w be 
“vigilant” and said “enemies want 
lo erase Free Lebanon from the 
world’s map." 

We will not wait days and 
months, in our shelters, for the 
enemies." said Frem. “We will see 
them at the battle field armed with 
our faith and our confidence.” 


A U.S. State Department 
spokesman in Washington said 
about 40 peaple were evacuated by 
helicopter from the embassy area to 
ships of the U.S, Sixth Fleet. 


US. in last-ditch attempt to save 
Jemayel gov't from total collapse

WASHINGTON. --- The U.S. ad- 
ministration yesterday combined 
almost desperate 
diplomacy with a limited use of 
military power in an effort to save 
Lebanese President Amin Jemayel 
and his army, both of which are 
seen here as close td total collapse. 

Senior officials conceded that the 
Situation had gone from bad to 
worse over the past 24 hours with 
only a remote chance of salvaging 
anything. 

President Ronald Reagan and 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
continued to voice support for the 
Jemayel government, but U.S. 
diplomats on the scene in Beirut 
were said to have cabled extremely 
gloomy reports back. 

Special Middle East envoy 


Donald Rumsfeld remained in 
Bejrut yesterday but his deputy, As- 
sistant Secretary Richard Murphy, 
flew to Europe to consult with other 
members of the Multinational 
Peacekeeping Force. 


White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said Reagan has asked Vice 
President George Bush to postpone 
his trip to western Europe today in 
order to remain here to coordinate 
administration strategy toward the 
crisis in Lebanon. Reagan, Speakes 
added, still planned to continue his 
vacation in California. 

There were around the clock 
meetings in Washington. A crisis at- 
mosphere was clearly evident even 
as the administration sought to 
avoid leaving any such appearance. 
vacation on the West Coast while 
Shultz stopped off in Grenada on 
the last leg of his Latin American 


journey. 

Still, the administration 
authorized the evacuation of “non- 
essential" U.S. diplomatic person- 
nel in Lebanon. The Pentagon, it 
was learned, has finalized other Op- 
tions for emergency evacuation 
procedures for other Americans. 


As a result of the deteriorating 
situation in Beirut, Democrats in 
Congress have shelved for the time 
being their effort to push through a 
new non-binding resolution calling 
for the prompt withdrawal of the 
1,600 U.S. Marines at the Beirut air- 
port. The entire effort may be 
“academic” because of the latest 
fighting. 

For the administration, the latest 
turn for the worse has touched off 
yet more debate on the proper use 
of U.S. military power to help 
Jemayel. 


Urgent talks between Israel, U.S.

The U.S. and Israel launched 
urgent consultations yesterday over 
the deteriorating situation in 
Lebanon. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis altered schedules and 
met at noon to coordinate their 
views concerning the Lebanese 
Army’s setback in Beirut. 

Sources in Jerusalem said later 
that Israel would not intervene in 
Lebanon and had in any case not 
been asked by the U.S. administra- 
tion to take action. 

Shamir and Lewis decided that 
their officials would maintain 
round-the-clock contact τὸ monitor 
the situation in Beirut. 

Lewis told Shamir that special 


U.S. envoy Donald Rumsfeld would 
go to Damascus to try to persuade 
the Syrian government to call a halt 
to the hostilities in Beirut. 

At the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee yesterday, 
Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy 
said that the Shi'ites’ power in 
Beirut is growing stronger “from 
day τὸ day," especially now that 
they have “crossed over the fence™ 
and joined other Lebanese factions 
aiming to overthrow the regime of 
President Amin Jemayel. 

There are still no signs of direct 
Syrian intervention in the anti- 
Jemayel activity, Levy added. 

Among other factors adding to 
the deterioration in the Lebanese 
situation is the wave of desertions 
from the Lebanese Army and the 
hardening of the line taken by the

Lagos won’t renew ties 
with Israel over SA 
LONDON (AP). — Nigeria will not- 
renew diplomatic relations with 
Israel because of Israel's links with 
South Africa, Lagos Radio reported 
Monday. 

The broadcast, monitored, in 
London, said that External Affairs 
Minister Ibrahim Gambari an- 
nounced this during talks with 
senior editors in Lagos. 

He said the break will continue as 
long as Israel “flirts” with South 
Africa. 

Gambari accused Israel of “giv- 
ing the racists the necessary aid for 
the suppression of the Blacks,” the 
radio said,

He had 
said that in negotiations, each side 
could bring up any topic and make 
any demand, but that Israel would 
make no concessions on the settle- 
ments.

The electronic-media journalists 
have fallen between chairs, as they 
are not entitled to receive the 
automatic [$5,000 a month increase 
along with all other public workers, 
and there is not vet an agreement on 
journalists’ increases between the 
Newspaper Publishers’ Assaciation 
and Journalists Federation.

Man, 19, gets 12 years’ prison for raping soldier 


TEL AVIV (Itim), — A man aged 
19, from Arara village near 
Beersheba, was yesterday 
sentenced to [2 years’ imprison- 
ment for sexually assaulting, injur- 
ing and kidnapping 2 woman 
soldier, 

Prosecutor Dvora Pilpel had told 
the Tet Aviv District Court that 
Shatawi ben Salem Abu Sulb and 
another man were in a car that pas- 
sed the entrance to the Tel Nof 
Israel Defence Forces base where 
the soldier was waiting for a lift. 
They stopped and offered her a 
ride, but she refused. They rode off, 
but soon returned when Abu Sulb 
got out of the car and walked 


toward her, but she fled onto the 
road where the pair caught her, 

Despite her cries, they tdre her 
clothing, beat her and pushed her 
into their car. The car sped off toan 
abandoned field, where they com- 
mitted- sodomy on her. They then 
stabbed her. beat her. again and 
threw her into the field.

Nablus murder defendant = 
he switched parts of his Uzi 


TEL AVIV (Itim), — Pinhas 
Marhabi, charged with destroying 
evidence and being an accessory 
after the fact in the December 
murder of an 11-year-old Nablus 
girl, yesterday admitted that he had 
replaced the barrel and bolt of his 
Uzi submachine gun with that of 
Yosef Harnoi, the principal suspect 
in the murder. 


But Marhabi denied in Tel Aviv 
District Court that he had known, 
that Harnoi’s Uzi was the murder 
weapon and that the switch was 
made to obstruct a police ballistics 
examination. 


Marhabi, a 25-year-old security 
guard on Dan cooperative buses 
travelling in Samaria, was charged 
last month in the district court with 
switching the gun parts, at Harnoi's 
request. According to the charge 
sheet submitted by central district 
Prosecutor Edna Arbel, Marhabi ar- 
rived at Eilon Moreh on the evening 
of December 8, 1983, after travell- 
ing there as an escort on a Dan bus 
from Petah Tikva. ‘A 

Harnoi, a part-time resident of 
Eilon Moreh, invited Marhabi to his 


home and there removed the 


guard's Uzi from his shoulder, the 


charge sheet said, Harnoi then al- 
legedly produced a plastic bag con- 
taining sections of an Uzi from his 
pocket and proceeded to substitute 
these parts with those i in Marhabi’s 
gun. 


Arbef contended that Marhabi: 


was aware that switching the gun 
parts would effectively block any 


possibility of identifying Harnoi’s. 


weapon, and that Harnoi’s weapon 
was likely to be required as 
evidence. 

After the charges were read out 
to Judge Victorid Ostrovski-Cohen 
yesterday, Marhabi's attorney said 
that his client admitted that Haraoi 
had taken his (Marhabi's) Uzi off 
his shoulder on the night ia question 


and switched the barrels and bolts ‘ 


of the two guns. 

But Marhabi did not know at the 
time that Harnoi’s weapon had 
caused the death of 11-year-old 
Aisha Adnan al-Bahash, as stated in 
the charges. Nor did Marhabi know 
that the switchover was intended to 
block an investigation, the attorney 
said.

National traffic 
police a step closer

Establishnent of a national traffic 
police force came one step closer 
yesterday when the Knesset Interior 
Committee approved an agreement 
by several ministries for the 
organization of such a force, which 
would relieve Israel Police of all 
traffic-control duties. 

Based on discussions last month 
between the police and the 
ministries of finance, transport and 
the interior, special “road-traffic- 
contro! units’’ will shortly be 
organized within the police, with 
the first one starting to operate on 
inter-urban roads. 

This will be the first stage in the 
eventual development of a national 
traffic police. Part of the financing 
will come from the Transport 
Ministry's Road Safety Authority. 

The director of the police plann- 
ing and organization division told 
the committee that by the end of 
this year, the police will have all the 
means needed to operate the new 
safety patrols inside Israel's cities.

torpedoing arms talks 


GENEVA (Reuter), — The Soviet 
Union yesterday used the Geneva 
disarmament conference io launch 
a fierce uttack on the U.S., accusing 
it of torpedoing all bilateral arms 
talks aad of wanting Ὁ achieve 
military superiority. 

On the opening day of this year's 
session of the 40-nation conference 
on disarmament, chief Soviet 
negotiutor Viktor Issraelvan suid 
Washington had sabotaged both the 
Geneva talks on limiting Eurapean- 
based nuclear missiles and purallel 
Negotiutions on strategic weapons 
by presenting unrealistic and unac- 


ceptuble proposals. 

“AL the same time, Washington 
was preparing the actual deploy- 
ment of new first strike nuclear mis 
siles," he said. 


“The U.S, side with its own hands 
broke off the Geneva negotiations, 
inflicting considerable damage on 
the dialogue between the Soviet 
Union and the United States,” fe 
added. 


Issruclyan told delegates the pre- 
sent U.S. administration ‘con- 
sciously and stubbornly opposes the 
Saviel-American dialogue.” 


Teheran ex-military chief 
gunned down in Paris street 


PARIS (APi. — General Gholam 
Ali Oveissi. former military gover- 
nor of Teheran under the reign of 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, 
and his hrother were shot dead ona 
Paris street by a three-man com- 
mando yesterday. police sources 
said. 

The two men were shot leaving a 
building in the Rue de Passy in the 
tich 6th district of the city. 

A police officer at the local sta- 
tion confirmed that Oveissi was one 
of the victims. but could net im- 
medixtels confirm officially that the 
other man was his brother. 


The sources said the killings oc- 
curred as the two men left Oveissi’s 
upartment building accompanied by 
a chauffeur, who escaped injury. 

Sources said that three men were 
responsible for the killings. They 


said nva escaped by car and the 
third jumped on a bus. 

Oveiss: had remained 8 loyal sup- 
porter of the Iranian royal family 
Since the shah Jeft the country five 
yeurs ago following the triumphal 
return of the Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

He had been active in trying to 
muster armed opposition ta the 
Khomeini regime. 

An eyewitness of the shooting 
suid he heard shots as he was getting 
out of his car. “I turned round and 
siiw two men lying on the ground.” 

He said he saw only one gunman 
who fled on foot pursued by pas- 
sersby who failed to catch him. 

Oveissi was the martial-law ad- 
Ministrator of Teheran under the 
late shah. His tough measures 
earned him the nickname “Butcher 
of Teheran.” 


U.S. won’t accept Turkish-Cypriot state 


NICOSIA (AP) — U.S. State ufter a 75-minute meeting with 
Department counsellor Edward Cyprus President Spyros

{t was the first official visit by an 
Egyptian head of state to an Arab 
state since the signing of the 1979 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty. 

Mubarak is to go to France and 
the U.S. after his three-day visit to 
Morocco. 


The Egyptian feader spent three 
hours at Khartoum Airport, during 
which he conferred with Sudanese 
President Gaafar Nimeiri, his 
closest friend and ally in the Arab

Egyptian officials said Mubarak 
made the Khartoum stop to brief 
Nimeiri on his eight-day tour of 
Zaire.

NEW DELHI. — Police yesterday 
lightened security at a Dethi jail 
holding one of the prisoners whose 
release had been demanded in 
return for an Indian diplomat kid- 
napped and fater murdered in 
England. 

Jn Britain. protection for af) In- 
dian diplomats was stepped up by 
British authorities Monday after [π- 
dian assistant consular commis- 
sioner Ruvindra Mhatre was found 
shot to death. 

The demands of the self-styled 
Kashmir Liberation Army, which 


took responsibility for his kidnapp- 
ing, had included the release of Ma- 
qbool Butt. an Indian army deserter 
under sentence of death, several 
other prisoners and a ransom of one 
million sterling ($1.4 million). 


But Mhatre’s body was later 
fuund in Birmingham. 


Indian police said yesterday they 
had posted reinforcements outside 
Butt's cell in Tihar jail, where In- 
dia’s high security prisoners are 
usually kept. as well as the sur- 
rounding area. (Reuter, AP) 


Lack of space stops murder trial 


KABANKALAN. Philippines 
(Reuter), — The trial of three 
Roman Catholic priests and six lay 
church workers accused of multiple 
murder was adjourned yesterday 
when prosecution and defence 
lawyers as well as the judge com- 
plained of Jack of space. 

More than 300 people — jour- 
nalists. parishioners, guards and 
lawyers — jostled in the tiny cour- 
troom in the central Philippines. 
and Judge Emilio Legaspi said: “We 
cannot continue in this kind of at- 
mosphere,” 

On trial are two foreign mis- 
sionuries, Australian Brian Gore 


and Irishman Niall O'Brien, 
Filipino priest Vicente Dangan and 
six church workers. 


They are accused of ambushing 
and killing Kabankalan’s mayor, 
Pablo Zola, and four other men in 
March 1982. All have pleaded not 
guilly. 

At the time of Zola's death, the 
mayor himself faced murder 
charges arising from the discovery 
of seven bodies on his sugar estate. 
The priests and their fellow-accused 
have said the multiple killings could 
have been the work of Communist 
New People’s Army guerrillas. 


Argentina orders Bolivian ex-ruler expelled 


BUENOS AIRES (AP). — The 
Interior Ministry on Monday 
ordered the arrest and expulsion 
from Argentina of former Bolivian 
president Luis Garcia Meza and 
former Bolivian interior minister 
Luis Arce Gomez. 

The two took refuge here shortly 
before the return to civilian rule in 
Bolivia in November 1982. when 
this country also was ruled by the 


military. Arce Gomez was granted 
political asylum and Garcia Meza 
was granted temporary residence. 


The Interior Ministry resolutions 
stripping each of the status granted 
by former Argentine military 
authorities said they “‘have par- 
ticipated in their country of origin 
in activities contrary to con- 
stitutional order.”

U.S. invasion

CLEMSON, South Carolina (AP). 
— The U.S. invasion of Grenada 
fast October quelled the spread of 
Communism to neighbouring Carib- 
bean islands, Dominican Prime 
Minister Eugenia Charles said Mon- 
day. 

In her first public address in the: 
U.S. since the incident, Charles told 
an audience at Clemson University 
that the “invasion was not a breach 
of sovereignty. We had a right to go 
in and look after ourselves." 

“[ don't want Communism in my 
country,” she said. 

Charles. leader of the Organiza- 
tion of Eastern Caribbean States, 
said she and other Caribbean 
leaders had been aware of an arms 
build-up on Grenada since 1981. 

But she said Grenada was an 
“aberration” and that the rest of the 
eastern Caribbean is stable. 


High German official

Russians queue up 
6 hours weekly for food 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Russians 
spend on average six hours a week 
queuing for food supplies, but this 
could be cut radically if modern 
supermarkets were introduced 
throughout the country, according 
to a senior government official. 
Deputy Trade Minister Pyotr 
Kondrashov wrote in the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda yesterday 
that the time spent in lines at shops 
was not only a burden and a waste, 
but could be greatly alleviated with 
better retail trade organization. 
He said the average Soviet family 
could expect to spend at Jeast 550 
hours a year in queues, 70 per cent 


of it waiting for groceries and fresh" 


foodstuffs.

PARIS (Reuter). — The U.S. 
yesterday listed its complaints 
against UNESCO in what diplomats 
Saw as confirmation of its deter- 
mination to quit the organization. 
A fact sheet on the planned 
withdrawal from the UN 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization put out by the U.S. 
Embassy in Paris listed alleged mis- 
management, politicization, failure 
to respond to U.S. warnings, confu- 
sion over human ;ights concepts, 
threats to the freedom of the press 


and budgetary problems. 

Diplomats said the publication, 
and particularly the order of 
precedence given to reasons for 
withdrawal, made it virtually certain 
the U.S. decision was irreversible.

Soviets attack 


Afghan village,

ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — Soviet 
forces have staged a major attack 
on an Afghan village already half 
destroyed from ἃ bémbing spree last 
October, Western diplomats said 
here yesterday. ᾿ 

Quoting reports from their em- 
bassies in Kabul, the diplomats said 
the attack on the hillside town of 
Istalef, 55 kilometres north of 
Kabul, before dawn last Thursday 
caused heavy casualties. 

The village is in the Shomali val- 
ley, a strategic link in the Soviet 
supply chain to Kabul. 

Their reports, based on accounts 
given by refugees reaching Kabul 
from Istalef. said the death tolt 
could not be reliably estimated but 
might run to several hundred.

Liberalism in fashion in Peking 2 


PEKING (Reuter), — China's Com- 
munist Party signalled today that ἃ 
recent anti-liberal campaign may 
have been scrapped when its new- 
Spaper urged members to express 
their views freely rather than adhere 
tidigly to the official line. 

The People’s Daily said in a front- 
Page commentary that the party 
would become moribund and would 
no fonger be the source of creative 
ideas if members slavishiy mouthed 
agreement with official policy 
whatever their true feelings. 

The commentary, the most liberal 
to appear for some time, did not 
Mention the recent drive against 
“moral pollution” or “subversive” 
Wester influence. 

This seemed to suggest that the 
campaign has been halted after 
fierce resistance from highly placed 
moderates fearing a revival of the 
fanaticism of the 1966-76 Cultural 
Revolution. 


The campaign began last October 
with some of the fiercest attacks on 
Western culture that have appeared 
since the death of Mao Tse Tung in 
1976. : 


{t has since been checked, with 
newspapers stressing that young 
people who wore smart clothes in- 
stead of shabby Mao jackets were 
not to be considered “polluted" and 
that studying the positive aspects of 
Western culture was petfectly 
legitimate. :

“Falling exports to developing 
countries constitute a threat to the 
vigour of recovery in the industrial 
economies,” the bank said. 

According to the World Bank's 
figures, the 13 biggest borrowers 
repaid 5210. more last year than 
they took in, Each of these 
countries owed more than 91.3.50. at 
the end of 1982, They are, in 
alphabetical order: Algeria, Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Chile, Egypt, India, In- 
denesiu, Israel, Korea (South), 
Mesico. Turkey. Venezuela and 
Yugostavia. 

Brazil und Mexico are the big- 
gest, with Brazil's debt soaring close 
to $100b, 

The totul debt from 133 countries 
came to $8IQb, at the end of last 
sear, up from $766b. at the end of 
1982. 

The increase appeared to be due 
largely to rising interest costs. Last 
vear, when a country made a pay- 
ment on its debt, the interest on 
average amounted to almost half: 
Sob. out of a total $96b. 

In 1973, only a little more than a 
quarter of repayments went for in- 
lerest: $4.8b. out of 5160.

Negev Phosphates has started an 
aggressive campaign to treble its 
share of the European market. 
“Last year, Israel Chemicals, the 
owner of Negev Phosphates, bought 
a fertilizer plant in Holland, which 
requires nearly half a million tons of 
phosphates a year. It also set up 
Rotem Fertilizers near Arad and 
another plant in Haifa," Yakir said. 

Because 40 per cent of the cost of 
phosphates is in their transporta- 
tion, it was decided to buy cargo 
ships in a joint operation with Zim. 
The new Negev Star Line, which 
has a turnover of 550 million a year, 
is active in the spot market. The 
company tries to fill its ships on the 
way back with cargos for Egypt and 
Turkey as well as for Israel. 

Negev Phosphates hopes to dou- 
ble its production to 4 million tons a 
year within five years. 

All 1,450 workers at Negev 
Phosphates come from the Negev 
area, “Our good labour relations 
enable us to exapand and sell more 
than we are selling now," Yakir 
said. 

The recent railway strike cost the 
company at least $250,000 a day 
during its nine days, but if the 
railways will carry the allotted 8,000 
tons of phosphates a day until the 
end of the year, Yakir said, the los- 
ses may eventually be cancelled out. 

The railways carry the 
phosphates from Oron to Ashdod, 
where the company has a com- 
puterized terminal which can han- 
dle 800 tons an hour. The 
warehouse has a capacity of 200,000 
tons, 

Looking to the future, the com- 
pany is investing 1.5 per cent of its 
annual budget on research and 
development. hh is set io patent a 
revolutionary process now being 
tested by its scientists in the U.S.

— The Ma‘adanot com- 
pany, which makes frozen food 
products this week started 
marketing its borekas and pizzas un- 
der its own label. 

The company was established in 
August 198! by the Elite, Osem and 
Sunfrost food concerns. Until now 
it operated out of a small plant in 
Herzliya and sold its products under 
the Sunfrost label. 

Recently a new plant with the 
latest equipment was built at Gan 
Yavne, and with the start of produc- 
tion there Ma’adanot is publicising 
its own name. 

Among. its products are ravioli, 
falafel, blintzes and pancakes.

TEL AVIV, — Projections of hous- 
ing starts in Judea and Samaria for 
Jewish occupants this year are 
bleak, Israel Tchetchick said yester- 
day. Tchetchick is the manager of 
Ashdar, one of the companies 
engaged in home construction in 
Judea and Samaria. 

He said that in 1982 and 1983 his 
company built 754 housing units in 
the areas, whereas plans for this 
year call only for 110 homes. 


He added that although he did 
not have exact figures for other con- 
tractors, he was sure that they too 
were building less, 

One reason for the severe drop is 
that people are not rushing to buy 
houses in Judea and Samaria as they 
did during the last two years. 
Another reason, according to 
Tchetchick, is that the Housing 
Ministry has not coordinated its ac-

There is simply a lack of an in- 
dustrial infrastructure in the towns 
that we built.

Since there are many young cou- 
ples among those who bought 
houses or apartments in Judea and 
Samaria, they based part of their 
calculations on the fact that their 
wives would work. Without jobs for 
their wives in the new settlements 
they find themselves in a financial 
Squeeze, and some find it hard to 
pay their mortgages. Others, who 
have not yet moved in, plan to 
cancel their contracts to purchase a 
home there, 

Ashdar has built 2,024 units in all 
parts of the country since it started 
operations in January 1982. Its plans 
call for building a total of 1,499 un- 
its this year. 


Japan to make jet fighter computer 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japan is about 
to launch a four-year research 
programme leading to the develop- 
ment of a compact, high- 
performance computer for use in 
future jet fighters, adefence agency 
official said recently. 

He said the agency plannéd ‘to 
sign a contract with a Japanese 
computer maker, yet to be selected, 
by the end of March to undertake 
the three billion yen ($12.7 million) 
project. 


He said the government has no 
plan at present to develop a 
Japanese fighter to succeed the 
U.S.-designed F-15 Eagle jet, the

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Syria calls the shots 


FOR ALMOST ten months now, President Amin Jemayel has 
manfully resisted Syria’s insistent demand that he scrap last 
May's agreement with Israel. 

Over this period of time, the pact has assumed a deep sym- 
bolic significance as ucknowledgment of Lebanon's basically 
independent pro-Western rather than a subservient Syrian 
orientation. It has, in fact, become the touchstone of Mr. 
Jemayel’s intentions, and its abandonment today is the single 
most important condition President Hafez Assad, now back in 
the saddle, has attached to his “sooperation™ with the 
-Lebanese head of state. 

Today, with West Beirut overrun by Shi'ite and Druse 
militiamen, Syrian cooperation may well be the last thing that 
stands between Mr. Jemayel, whose entire cabinet has already 
resigned. and political oblivion. 

The Lebanese rejection of Syria's demand to tear up the 
May agreement — which the U.S. was instrumental in 
achieving — has until now rested αἱ ποσὶ entirely on 
Washington's support for the Jemayel regime. But with the 
latest developments in Beirut, this Lebanese position, rhetoric 
upurt, may have become untenable. 

With the marines completely surrounded by the Syrian- 
backed rebels, and with desertions plaguing the Lebanese 
army. the U.S, can no longer back up its commitment to Mr. 
Jemayel unless it greatly steps up its involvement in the 
fighting. This, however, is unlikely. despite President 
Reagan’s warnings about the danger of knuckling under to 
Syrian-inspired terror, from which the Soviets alone would 
mainly profit. 

What Washington needs in Lebanon as the U.S. presidential 
election campaign is getting underway is an elegant way out, 
And the address for this is Damascus. 

The Syrians, it may be assumed, would be quite amenable to 
helping the Americans out of their present predicament — af- 
ter all. the evacuation of the marines is something that they 
have been calling for all wlong, and its achievement would be 
viewed as a considerable political success. But the Syrians will 
play along only on their own terms. 

This would mean that special U.S.'envoy Donald Rumsfeld 
has little hope of removing Syria’s objections to the May 
agreement. The hint from Washington yesterday was that the 
document was not sacrosanct, but subject to negotiation, With 
America’s backing for the pact eroded. Mr. Jemayel would 
have either to follow suit or resign, Either course would 
presumably be acceptable to Damascus. 

Jerusalem meanwhile seems to have resigned itself to the 
fact that the Muy agreement, which served a useful purpose in 
cementing ties with Washington, stands no chance of being 
ratified, Jet alone implemented. and that Israel's security in- 
terests in southern Lebanon will have to be assured by other 
meuns, 

Accordingly, the U.S. should be able to bank, if not on 
Israel's outright approval, then on its tacit acquiescence in a 
deal that might be struck with the Syrians. Unless. of course, 
Mr. Reagan decides that nothing can be salvaged from the 
chaos of Lebanon and that the marines would better be 
brought home without bothering about any agreement with 
the Syrians. 


Clean-up campaign 


CLEANLINESS is next to godliness. If anything can excite 
widespread agreement in this divided nation, it is the decision 
of the government to start a national clean-up campaign, 
headed by Minister-without-Portfolio Sara Doron. The only 
complaint is that the campaign is being launched 35 years toa 
late. 

Jews came back to their ancient homeland determined to 
make the desert blaom like a rose. to redeem the badlands, to 
drain the swamps and to clothe the barren hills in forests. We 
have succeeded in attaining these luudable objectives to a 
remarkable degree, thereby earning almost universal admira- 
tion, 

Unfortunately, there is a reverse side to the coin. We envy 
the Swiss because of their banking system. their sophisticated 
industries, their ability to work hard and their tourist industry. 
But we have made no effort to duplicate their passion for 
keeping their country clean. Israelis treat the Holy Land as 
one large litter basket. 

We have paid a tremendous price for rapid industrialization 
and pell-mell urbanization in the depreciation of the quality of 
life. Our rivers huve been fouled by pollution, our cities. towns 
and villages are marred by the uppalling wastes of modernity. 

Byron, complaining about pollution, found some consola- 
tion in the fact that. while Man marked the earth with ruin. his 
control stopped with the shore, The poet did not know the 
Israelis: we have managed to spoil the seu as well as the lund. 
The fact that our mistreatment of the Mediterranean is na 
worse than that of our neighbours is hardly an excuse. ‘ 

So Sara Doron faces a tusk that might dauni the most 
powerful of cabinet ministers, let alone one who is without a 
portfolio. ᾿ 

If she succeeds even partially, she should perhaps get a full- 
blown ministry. the Ministry of Cleanliness. In any case, we 
wish her the best of fuck.

THE TIMING of Jast week's con- 
ference nn “Underground Move- 
ᾧ Terrorists ar Freedom 
"was particularly apt on 
iwn counts. Only one of them, 
hiwever, was intended by the in- 
iialur of the conference, the head 
of the World Ziunist Organization's 
Department of Education and 
Culture in the Diaspdéra, Dr. Eli 
Tasin. 

Tavin, a Herut member and Etzel 
veteran, timed the conference to 
coincide with the 30th anniversary 
of the “revalt” proctaimed against 
British rule in Palestine by the 
Evel. Bul this is also the year in 
which millions of peuple in the 
Mestern world are contemplating 
the warnings sounded by George 
Orvell in his novel /984, same of 
which focus on the political subver- 
sion und uhuse of language through 
“doublespeuk.” 

Big Brother. of course, would not 
huse needed the trappings and ex- 
pense of un academic conference to 
canvert “terrorists” into “freedom 
fighters” and vice-versa. He would 
have simpls obliterated all! 
references 12 u group previously 
known as “terrorists.” and issued 
new materials fauding them as 
“freedom fighters.” 

fitule Brother Tavin had 
something similar in mind in con- 
ceiving and organizing the con- 
ference. which was also supported 
hy several university institutes that 
study the subject of terrorism, or 
underground movements if you will. 


EXPLAINING HIS practical 
politicul aims, he said that in his 
travels abroad he had noticed that 
the upponents af Israel tend to 
ἐκ the actions und aims of the 
PLO today with two of the pre-state 
Jewish underground movements, 
the Evel and the Lehi. Supporters 
of [sracl are confused by this com- 
parison, he said. and do not know 
how te respond. 

For Tuvin the distinction between 
the two groups and periods is 
ersstal-cleur: “We were freedom 
fighters. We fought to liberate 
the Land af Israel and establish a 
state, We tried as much as possible 
to uvoid harming civilians, and we 
always gave udvance wurning of our 
attacks, 

“We did not want to drive out or 
evlerminute the Arabs. The PLO, 
however, is an organization of 
murderous terrorists. They want to 
destroy our state and throw the 
Jews inte the sea.” 

Tuvin wants to distill the delibera- 
lions of the conference in order to 
Prepare miaterial that can be used in 
the propaganda war abroad. 
“Jewish leaders, teachers and univer- 
sily students abroad who will 
receive this material will then know 
how w tell the difference between 
lerrorisis und freedom fighters.” 

Tavin speuks both as a partisan in 


the propaganda war and as a 
scholar, He won his doctorate in 
history at the Hebrew University 
with a dissertation on Etzel opera- 
tions in Europe during 1946-48. It 
was published in 1973 as a book cal- 
led The Secand Frant. 

Value judgements are made by 
the media. explicitly or implicitly, in 
the terms used to describe groups 
such us the PLO, the IRA, or the 
African National Congress in South 
Africa. Τὶ can be infuriating to see 
foreign news media describe the 
PLO bombing of a civilian ‘bus in 


Israel as a “guerrilla operation,” * 


and then turn around and talk about 
a “terrorist attack" by the IRA on 
British troops in Northern Ireland. 

Media-speak does not always 
resort to loaded terms such as “ter- 
rorist.”” which reinforces ἃ simplistic 
view ‘of the world divided into 
“gaod guys vs. the bad guys.” 

For example, since the outbreak 
of the war in Lebanon we have 
witnessed a shift in media descrip- 
tions of PLO “‘armed elements" in 
Lebanon as “fighters” rather than 
“terrorists.” When a PLO member 
ambushes an IDF patrol today in 
Lebanon. is he a terrorist, a fighter 
or maybe even a guerrilla which 
sounds more respectable. Does the 
context in which he employs 
violence and his target determine 
his appropriate media label, or does 
the inherent nature of his 
orgunization? 

If we hold that the PLO is by its 
very nature a terrorist organization, 
then all of its activities should be 
described by the media -as such, 
even when they are clearly guerrilla 
operations, such as attacks on 
urmed enemy patrols. 

If we choose to adopt a contex- 
tual approach to description, then 
the PLO will sometimes be 
described as terrorists if they fire a 
huzooku at ἃ school-bus, or as 
fighters or guerrillas if they fire the 
same bazooka at soldiers. But that 
would he terribly confusing to par- 
lisuns in the propaganda war. 


THIS BRINGS us back to Tavin's 
conference. As chairman of the 
event billed as an “inter-university 
conference,” he determined that it 
would explore the distinction 
between terrorists and freedom 
fighters. He also determined, by a 
last-minute unscheduled maneuver, 
that ἃ panel of scholars in the clos- 
ing session would attempt to arrive 
ut u rough consensus on how to 
define this distinction. 

Upholding such a dichotomized 
view of the world that divides it 
neatly into “good guys and bad 
guys” may be a legitimate academic 
enterprise, It is not a very useful 
one, however, as I shall point out. 
But splitting reality into neat com- 
partments has definite political 
uses. Once you make such water- 
light distinctions legitimate, you
